The only proofs which he can 
adduce in support of his claim to Irish 
descent are a green turban and a pug­ 
nacious disposition.

Against Fortune Tellers 
of Metropolis. 


London.—This city is at the mercy 
of a veritable plague of fortune tellers, 
palmists and other self-proclaimed nec­ 
romancers, who prey upon the rich 
and poor alike, particularly In the 
shopping districts. They have even be­ 
come so fearless that they are adver­ 
tising by means 
of 
sandwich 
men 
along the Strand, in Piccadilly Circus 
and in Regent and Oxfard streets. 
It seems impossible to convict them 
of obtaining money under false 
pre­ 
tense of foretelling the future, and It 
is almost Impossible to get evidence 
against them, as they receive no un­ 
recommended clients. 
Their success 
among the superstitious and the credu­ 
lous Is due to the fact that their cli­ 
ents unconsciously reveal Information 
concerning would-be visitors. 
% 
“It is all very well to say that the 
official police view is that, so long as 
fortune tellers and palmists do not 
dupe the poor, they should be allowed 
to take money from the rich. 
Cath­ 
cart Wason, M. P., has communicated 
with the 
e secretary suggesting 
that these persons who pose as necro­ 
mancers in any way can be proceeded 
against by the witchcraft act of 1736, 
which imposes penalties upon persona 
“who pretend to exercise or use any 
kind of sorcery, witchcraft, enchant­ 
ment, or conjuration.” 
As to those particularly dealing with 
the wealthy, Mr. Wason adds: 
“It is all very well to say that the 
ladles who patronise these fortune tel­ 
lers are above the superstitions of the 
Ignorant and not likely to be dttped, 
but I maintain that the practice is a 
grave danger to society. 
Suppose a 
woman asks—as many do—how long 
her husband is likely to live, and the 
fortune teller discovers that there is 
another man in the case, and the name 
of that man. Imagine the possibilities 
of the situation. 
“The more humble fortune tellers 
are causing enough trouble in the prov­ 
inces. 
Welsh miners have refused to 
go down to work because a local ‘wise 
woman’ has foretold disaster. In New­ 
castle It w'as proved that 25 girls had 
visited one fortune teller In a single 
afternoon. In the Isle of Wight it was 
proved that one woman had correctly 
foretold the future, but that did not 
save her from a fine. 
A disguised de­ 
tective wevit to her to have his fortune 
told, and she informed him that he 
would shortly undertake legal proceed­ 
ings In which he wrould be successful. 
She was right. 
He took o*t a sum­ 
mons against and successfully proved 
his case. 
But the fact that these pro­ 
vincial 
people 
w'ere 
all 
penalized 
shows that the local authorities 
are 
alive to the danger. Why do the Lon­ 
don police refrain from taking action 
against the West end fortune tellers?”

Navy Officers Believe Hydro-Aeroplane 
ta Near Perfection Now— Flyers 
Go South. 


W ashington.—Another year will see 
tile hydro-aeroplane developed to such 
an extent that each battleship of the 
American navy may have its own fly­ 
ing machine, in the opinion of Capt. 
W ashington I. Chambers, 
who 
bas 
charge of the aeronautical work of 
the navy department. 
Captain Cham bers believes that as 
soon as a solution is found for the 
motor problem on which practically 
all aviation experts are now- working, 
the installation of hydro-aeroplanes as 
a part of the equipm ent of battleships 
will be begun. 
It is not considered probable that 
the navy aeronauts will follow the 
plan of the army and move its equip­ 
ment south for practice during the 
winter. 
When the w eather at An­ 
napolis. where the navy hydro-aero­ 
plane experim ents are carried on, be­ 
comes too disagreeable for flying pur­ 
poses, the aeronauts will give atten­ 
tion exclusively to the motor problem. 
They believe th at by the time the fly­ 
ing season opens again in the spring 
they will have perfected a motor pe­ 
culiarly adapted to their purposes.

He went from New York to Bush­ 
nell, 111., in 1862, and there married 
Hester Ann Pierce, daughter of a 
wealthy land owner. 
After his wife 
died he became a wanderer and trav­ 
eled over much of the United States. 
He took up the work of contractor 
and built a number of the Harvey 
eating-houses along the Santa Fe, be­ 
tween ^iew'ton, Kan., and Albuquerque, 
N. M. 
Although he was an avowed free 
thinker, shortly before his death he 
asked that a minister be called and 
he died praying that his sins be for­ 
given.

W ashington.—The death rate in the 
Ignited States last year showed an 
Increase of one-half of one per cen t 
over the previous year, according to 
the census bureau figures. 
The rat# 
Ic 1810 was 14.7 a thousand against 
14.2 in 1909. 
The returns relate to the census bu­ 
reau ’s death registration area, which 
Included for the year 1910 an esti­ 
mated midyear population of 53,843,- 
896 persons, or 58.3 per cent of the 
total population of continental United 
States. 
This area comprises certain 
entire states and also certain cities 
in other states. 
From this area the 
census bureau received transcripts of 
805,412 
deaths, 
exclusive 
of 
still­ 
births, corresponding to a death rate 
of 15 per 1,000 population. 
This rate, 
although slightly higher than that for 
the preceding year, 14.4, is a low one, 
and represents a very favorable con­ 
dition of the public health. 
The year 
1909 was one of rem arkably low mor­ 
tality. 
The variation in the general rates 
among the several states is not very 
great, ranging from IO per 1,000 for

State to End Great Slaughter of Birds 
of Inestimable Value to 
Farmers. 


New York.—Backed by almost every 
agricultural organization in the coun 
try, special efforts to check the slaugh­ 
ter of turtle doves, which destroy thou­ 
sands of weed seeds at one meal, are 
being made by the National Associa­ 
tion of Audubon Societies in this city. 
Before the birds fly south, after a sum ­ 
m er of eating 
weeds 
th at 
menace 
crops, it is planned to avert the m ur­ 
derous fusillade that butchers millions 
of them annually iii the southern aud 
southw estern states. 
As one step in 
this direction, the Audubon workers 
have succeeded in causing the estab­ 
lishment of a state game commission 
in Georgia. 
That each wild dove 
can 
destroy 
more weeds in a day than 
the 
most 
vigorous farm hand equipped with a 
hoe, has been dem onstrated to farm ­ 
ers In various sections by Investiga­ 
tions of the governm ent biological sur­ 
vey. 
In the stomachs of three doves. 
23,100 seeds of 
hawkweed, 
foxtail, 
wood-sorrel, paspalum, and other dam ­ 
aging growths w’ere discovered. 
They 
had been plucked from the fields as 
one dinner by each feathered weeder. 
Every day in the year the doves take 
64 per cent, of their food in weed seeds 
from farm laud. 
Much of the $500,000,009 that 
the 
farm ers of America pay each year for 
labor m ight be saved by the natural 
increase of the dove weed killers, it is 
argued. 
Yet in peanut 
and 
wheat 
fields of the south as many as 4,000 of 
the birds are known to 
have 
been 
butchered at a single shooting 
Some­ 
times they are lured by illegal baiting 
In Texas, K ansas and Oklahoma 
a 
fight is being made by the farm ers to 
have them protected, while the people 
of California have defeated an attem pt 
to abolish the close season on shoot* 
ing them.

Wood Oil or Tung Provides for Many 
Wants in the Dragon 
Empire. 


New 
Y o rk —The 
tung, 
or 
wooA 
oil 
tree, 
is 
worthily 
named 
th© 
national 
tree 
of 
China. 
It 
is 
stately 
in 
appearance, with smooth 
green 
bark 
and 
wide 
spread­ 
ing branches, affording a fine shade. 
It bears a fruit resembling a shellbark 
hickory nut, but as large as a small 
orange. 
Each nut contains three tri­ 
angular seeds similar to small Brazil 
nuts. 
The oil is pressed from thas© 
seeds, and the pulp is used as a fer­ 
tilizer, says the Scientific American. 
The oil is used principally for polish­ 
ing woodwork and dressing leather. 
Considerable quantities are exported. 
The wood of the tung tree is used 
for making musical instruments, fine 
boxes and the framework 
of 
small 
houses. 
It is believed that this tree 
might flourish in warmer parts of the 
United States.
